SEW YORK, Oct. 6.—Danger of 


the traction strike spreading to the 
tubes under Hudson river developed 
today-. President G. H. Mines, of tlit 
Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen 


presented a demand to the Hudson 
und Manhattan Railway company for 
the reinstatement of 41 despatchers 
on the tube lines who have been dis- 
charged during the past few days. It 
Is claimed by the brotherhood that 
the men were not released for suf- 
ficient cause. 


Several small outbursts of violence 


occurred today in the traction strike 
but there have been no further or- 
ganized attacks by women since last 
night when a crowd of women en- 
gaged in rioting after being haran- 
gued by "Mother" Jones. 


Taking a lesson from the Euro- 


pean war some of the strikers util- 
ized a "tank" in au attack upon a 
itreet car in 145th street. In a big 
tntomobile they passed the car and 
as they did the men threw stones 
through the car windows. No one was 
seriously hurt.

3. No rural service. 
4. No extension of the present service. 
5. No means of repairing plant and lines 


except by expending money from the city 
treasury. 


6. No means of meeting losses by fire, 


nood, storm, lightning bolts or other acci- 
dents save by going to the city general fund. 


7. No allowance for insurance.
